Art Newman Outbloffed. 

The sudden change in defense 
tactics was the result of last-min- 
ute maneuvering by the six defense 
lawyers ‘in which counsel for 
Birger ahd Hyland outbluffed New- 
man. 

“l couldn’t take the stand,” 
Newman told the correspondent. 
“because Birger had first chance. 
He threatened to load it all on me 
and had five witnesses. I didn’t 
have any witnesses. I was afraid 
that I - -ouldn’t be able to convince 
the jury in the face of Birger and 
his five witnesses.” 

The defense, now that all fur- 
ther testimony has been shut off, 
is depending upon possible re- 
versible errors in the record and 
upon pleas for mercy. 
Newman, who had been prom- 
ising all along to teil “the whole 
story,” even if he had to override 
his attorney. was persuaded at the 
last minute that he had better 
trail along with Birger. 

The threats of Birger and Hy- 
land to take the witness stand may 
have been gestures. it now ap- 
pears, to cow Newman. 

The plight of the defendants is 
more serious than at any time 
since the trial began. They face 
not only the weight of a perfect- 
ly co-ordinated State's evidence, 
but the additional handicap of ai- 
lence under fire. 

The unexpected development tn 
the trial came immediately after 
Judge Miller had overruled Birg- 
er's motion for a continuance and 
had instructed the defense to call 
its witnesses. 

Birger at once refused to take 
the stand. 

Says Birger Changed Mind.

f Thurman Varnadore—a preach- 
er, black-face minstrel, book sales- 
man and drug addict—and his wife, 
Beulah. were founi dead of gas 
poisoning yesterday afternoon In 
their third-floor room at 3832 West 
Pine boulevard. 

A Coroner’s verdict of double 
suicide was returned today. A sis- 
ter of Mrs. Varnadore, Mrs. Inez 
Carter, 4570 Cote Brilliante avenue, 
testified the Varnadores were des- 
titute because of expenditures for 
drugs. She said Varnadore had 
been associated about 10 years ago 
with the Rev. Dr. William J. Wil- 
liamson in a church at the Odeon. 

Varnadore and his wife, 38 and 
37 years old, respectively, rented 
the room a week ago. They were 
in the last stages of drug addiction, 
apparently weighing less than 100 
pounds each and too weak to walk 
without clinging to each other. 
They kept to their room most of 
the time. 

At 3 p. m. yesterday, a few 
hours after Varnadore had tend- 
ered a check to the landlady in 
payment of rent, the smell of gas 
issuing from his room Was nho- 
ticed. Police were summoned and 
forced an entrance. The bodics of 
Varnadore and his wife were 
found on the floor. Nearby was 
one end of a rubber hose, the 
other end of which was attached 
to an open gas jet. Keyholes and 
other openings had been carefu'ly 
sealed with paper. 

In the room were found hypo- 
dermic needles and a quantity of 
morphine; a letter showing Varna- 
dore had applied for a Baptist pas- 
torate at Sedalia last May: a clip- 
ping from a_e theatrical journal, 
dated at Chicago, Feb. 9, no year 
given; announcing that Varnadore, 
known to the stage as Bud Varn, 
Was presenting a new  black-face 
act.

WASHINGTON, July 21.—News 
reel pictures of President Coolidge 
posing in cowboy costume at his 
summer home in the Black Hills 
have provoked ®eth humorous and 
serious comment, since they ap- 
peared on Eastern screens. Wash- 
ington movie audiences have wept 
with. laughter every time the films 
were shown here, and numerous 
reviewers have suggested that in 
the event the President should de- 
cline to run for a third term, fame 
and fortune await him in the field 
now Occupied by Charlie Chaplin, 
Ben Turpin and Harold Lloyd. 

Even among the  President’s 
stanchest friends the incident 1s 
regarded as likely to have an un- 
fortunate political effect. The 
Boston Herald, one of his strong- 
est supporters, in an editorial] sol- 
emnly expresses “our doubt that 
it was wise to don the apparel, or 
to submit to the photographs, or 
to permit their wire transmission 
to all the newspapers in the land.” 
The Herald suggests that if “our 
own Mr. Frank Stearns, with his 
discriminating taste,” had been 
present, the scene never would 
have been enacted. 

“Pitiful Puppet of Publicity.” 

A far more scathing tone is 
adopted by Basil M. Manly, former 
chairman of the War Labor Board. 
writing in the current number of 
the People’s Business, organ of the 
People’s Legislative Service, which 
was founded by the late Senator 
La Follette to carry on  govern- 
mental research. 

“The President of the United 
States,” he wrote, “has become a 
pitiful puppet of publicity. “The 
supreme magistrate of the greatest 
nation on earth, clownishly garbed 
in caricature cowboy costume, pa- 
rades before the moving picture 
cameras in a vain attempt to con- 
vince the multitudes that he is s 
he-man. And the moving picture 
audience roar with laughter as this 
bewildered tittle man teeters down 
the steps in his vaudeville chaps 
and timidly grasps the reing of the 
gift horse which he fears to mount. 

“Greatest Comic of Year.” 

“They cannot help but laugh at 
the greatest comic film of the vear 
aS pictured in the reels of the 
farce in the Black Hills. All the 
elements of comedy are there— 
surprise, buffoonery and incongru- 
ous contrast of high office and 
childish costume. 

“But there laughter should be 
succeeded by tears at this degrada-

tion of the one office which every | 


American has been taught to ven- 
erate. Loyalty and obedience to 
Government are founded upon re- 
spect for those who administer the 
law. How can respect for Gov- 
ernment in the United States be 
maintained when its highest offi- 
cial permits himself to be made 
part of a mere circus performance 
at the behest of professional pur- 
veyors of publicity? When thei- 
children laugh at their President. 
how can they revere nim? 
Blames *Press Agents. 

“This buffoonery is not the 
choice of Calvin Coolidge. The 
pictures on the screen show him 
hesitant, sheepish and embarrassed 
as he first appears in his cowboy 
chaps with ‘Cal’ blazoned on each 
leg in boxcar letters. He seems to 
wish the earth would open and 
Swallow him up. 

“No. He is in the hands of his 
Publicity hounds and is acting up 
to their ideas of public Opinion. 
We can almost hear them say: 
‘Come on, Mr. President, we have 
got to give the boobs what they 
want. That’s how you got your 
big majority and you've got to 
keep it up if you want to gO over 
for the third term. Didn’t we foo] 
the farmers in 1924 with the pic- 
tures of you pitching hay in a pair 
of overalls pulled on over your 
white shirt. link cuffbuttons and 
Stiff collar? Didn't we get away 
last year with the pictures of you 
Jerking tame fish out of a porce- 
lain-lined lake after you had 
pulled the boner of saying ‘fishing 
is a childish sport?’ Didn't we 
fool *em with the pictures of you 
standing at attention reviewing the 
fleet when you were really sitting 
down in the shade where you 
couldn’t see the fleet most of the 
time? Didn’t we put one over with 
your fake arrival on the second 
day at Black Hills because it was 
too dark to shoot any pictures 
when you got there?

SAPROCALLS FORD'S 
APOLOGY MANLY AT 


Co-operative Expert Says He 
Has Score to Settle With 
Senator Reed. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, July 21.—Henry Ford 
“did the square and manly thing” 
in making public apology for arti- 
cles in his Dearborn Independent 
reflecting on the Jews and “‘meant 
every word of it,” Aaron Sapiro, 
co-operative marketing official who 
recently settled his $1,000,000 suit 
for libel against Ford, declared in 
a radio address over Station WEDC 
last night. 

Sapiro added, however. that his 
score against United States Senator 
James A. Reed, Ford’s chief de- 
fense counsel, is not yet settled. 

“T still wonder.” he said, “if a 
member of the Senate has a moral 
right to take money in the defense 
of religious bigotry. As a Senator, 
Mr. Reed is being paid by Mr. 
Ford, myself, and people of all 
religious denominations, 

‘During the course of the trial 
Mr. Reed continually availed him- 
self of the opportunity to cast slurs 
at myself and other Jews. He was 
continually and purposely mispro- 
nouncing my name. And he was 
always commenting that there was 
no religious difference in the case.” 

“Being a successful business 
man,” Sapiro said, referring to Mr, 
Ford, “many people looked on Mr. 
Ford’s opinions on the Jews 4s ex- 
pressing the accumulation of one 
billion dollars worth of wisdom. I 
am glad that in a small way I was 
able to secure from Mr. Ford a 
retraction that was felt even more 
forcibly than the original criti- 
cisms. 

“Ford did the square and manly 
thing and I believe he meant every 
word of the public apology. He 
is now doing his utmost to wipe 
out the harm he caused to the 
Jewish people. 

‘Mr. Ford has done more than 
we evcr dreamed he would do. But 
Mr. Reed, I repeat, cannot be given 
much credit. He didn’t have a 
single thing to do with Mr. Ford's 
retraction.”

Question of Extra Session 
Probably Will Be Dis- 
cussed, With Hoover Still 


at Game Lodge. 


SECRETARY ADVISES 
LEVEE PROGRAM 


Immediate Federal Aid Re- 
quired, He Says, Because 
States and Individuals 
Can’t Carry Burdens. 


By the Associated Press. 

RAPID CITY, S. D., July 2l1.— 
Senator Smoot (Rep.), Utah, the 
chairman of the Senate Finance 
Committee, who -last month pre- 
dicted an early session of Congress, 
unexpectedly came to the summer 
White House today. 

The Senator’s visit had riot been 
announced previously. Whether he 
had timed his visit to be here with 
Secretary Hoover, who yesterday 
laid before President Coolidge a re- 
port on Mississippi flood conditions, 
was not known, but it was assuined 
there would be an occasion for a 
conference between the three on 
the question of calling Congress 
into session early, a move which 
Senator Smoot favors. 

The Commerce Secretary had 
planned to leave Rapid City today 
for the Yellowstone, but the auto- 
mobile in which he was to travel 
had been delayed, and it Was con- 
sidered likely he would spend the 
night at the game lodge. 

Hoover told the President that 
immediate general aid was neces- 
sary to enable the flood area re- 
construct its levees and rehabili- 
tate its homes, but said he was 
convinced that the refugees could 
be taken care of until Congress 
met in regular session next Decem- 
ber. He expected that with 
economy there would be $3,000.- 
000 on hand from the Red Cross 
relief fund on Nov. 1, but declared 
“it is impossible at this date to de- 
termine what the necessities will 
be after that date.’”’ 

Immediate Aid Needed. 

In recommending immediate 
Federal aid, Hoover said he had in 
mind the fact that State legislators 
were unable to raise enough money 
to carry on the imperative work of 
closing levees broken by the floods 
and that local communities would 
not be in a position financially to 
meet taxes falling due on levee 
bonds because little better than 
half of the flooded acreage had 
risen from the waters in time for 
the regular spring planting. 

“The inability to pay interest, 
State and levee taxes and for some 
individuals to find food for winter 
may create a continuing problem,” 
Hoover reported. “The people in- 
volved are greatly discouraged.” 

For Permanent Flood Control. 

The Secretary also laid before the 
President a suggested plan for per- 
manent flood control, including 
these principles: 

Higher and wider levees and ex- 
tension of Federal responsibility for 
the levees on some of the tribu- 
taries. 

A safety valve upon the levee 
system by the provision of a spill- 
way to protect New Orleans and 
Southern Louisiana, most probably 
using the Atchafalaya River for 
this purpose. 

A possible by-pass, or spillway, 
northward from the Atchafalaya to 
the Arkansas, possible emergency 
flood basins and storage facilities 
in the tributaries. 

Hoover estimated that an appro- 
priation of from $15,000,000 to 
$20,000,000 annually for 10 years 
in addition to the present annual 
appropriation of $16,000.000 would 
not only provide permanent flood 
control, but also would complete a 
program of making the Mississippi 
and its tributaries navigable. 

Quarter of a Billion Loss. 

Hoover estimated that the 
minimum damage done by the 
flood was $250,000,000 and that 
750,000 persons were driven 
from their homes. The Red Cross, 
his report said. cared for 608,000 
persons and removed several hun- 
dreds of thousands from the flood- 
ed area with the loss of only three 
lives. Refugees, he said, were 
sent home better clothed and in 
better health than when they 
reached the camps. : 

The secretary said he planned 
to return to the South in Septem- 
ber for an inspection and again in 
October and he believed after this 
trip that it would be possible to 
say definitely what measures of 
relief would be necessary. 

Hoover said he had at this time 
no thought of presenting a draft 
of flood control legislation to Con- 
gressional committees, believing 
these should work out a bill them- 
selves after the data had been laid 
before them. He expected to use 
some of the Red Cross flood relief 
funds, which has reached a total 
of $16,500,000, to send men into 
the flood area to make surveys as 
well as using some Commerce De-

No Imp: tant 
Granted Since 1907 — 
Only Permits Which City 
May Cancel at Any Time. 


Bus Lines, Including One 
Run by U. R. Operate on 
Indefinite Grants Giving 
City Control of Fares and 
Service—$4,000,000 In- 


vested. 


Examination of the record of 
the city’s dealings with public 
utilities shows that Mayor Miller's 
determination not to sponsor a 
new 30-year franchise for the 
United Railways reorganizers is 
strongly supported by the city’s 
decision in the only other impor- 
tant franchise question that has 
come up in 20 years. 

Mayor Miller in a forcefu} letter 
to the reorganizers, as reported in 
the Post-Dispatch yesterday, noc 
only declined to approve a new 
franchise, saying the franchise un- 
der consideration “would give over 
the use of our streets for 30 to 50 
years and would leave the com- 
pany free to disregard its contract 
obligations whenever the State 
commission or the courts author- 
ized it,” but stated that any new 
grant that might eventually be 
made should contain a provision 
for its forfeiture “in the event an 
effort should ever be made by the 
company to secure a modification 
of its terms by a commission or a 
court order.” 

The reason for this is the high- 
est courts have ruled that rates 
or conditions affecting rates whicn 
may be included in a franchise 
are not binding on utility com- 
panies; that they are entitled to 
rates that will give them a reason- 
able return on the value of their 
property calculated on the “re- 
production new” cost theory, and 
that the City is bound to continues 
taking the company’s service dur- 
ing the life of the franchise on 
these terms. 

The records at the city hall show 
that the last franchise granted was 
to the McKinley Electric System in 
1907, which wag before the courts 
had swept away the city’s right to 
fix rates and regulate service un- 
der franchises. 

The only privileges for the use of 
public property given to public 
utilities since that time have been 
conferred through permits under 
which the city can retain absolute 
control over rates and service, in- 
stead of franchises. These were the 
cases of the motor bus companies, 
to whom have been given permits 
indefinite to operate all of the per- 
mits being subject to cancellation 
by the city on 30 days’ notice - ‘ter 
hearing objections. 

The very essence of these per- 
mits is the condition suggested }. 
Mayor Miller for any srant which 
later may be made to the United 
Railways, that 1s, the right of t) 
city to cancel the privilege granted. 

These permits fix the fare 
at 10 cents, require a seat for 
every passenger, and give the 
city full direction of operation. 

Mayor Kiel, who was in office 
when the first of these permits 
was issued in 1923, enunciated a 
new city policy, of permits but 
no franchises, for his adminis- 
tration at least. 

Bus Line Has Permit Only. 

The owners of United Railways 
who employed every influence 
ihey could bring to bear on 
Mayor Miller’s administration for 
a franchise, are themselves oper- 
ating a line of busses without a 
franchise but under a permit. 

Three million dollars or more 
has been invested in the motor- 
bus business in St. Louis with- 
out franchises, and the business 
is only in its infancy. 

This capital has been readily 
found by the operators of bus- 
ses, and is larger than any sum 
that anyone has seriously men- 
tioned as being needed by the 
United Railways to make exten- 
sions or improvements. 

An ordinance laying down the 
conditions under which public 
busses might be operated on the 
city streets was passed in 1923. fol- 
lowing the application of the Peo- 
ple’s Motorbus Co, for a franchise. 
The ordinance states that the fare 
shall not exceed 10 cents, that no 
passengers shall be carried stand- 
ing, and sets forth in specific terms 
what the character of service shall 
be. It empowers the Board of Pub- 
lic Service to grant permits in thelr 
judgment to bus companies and re- 
quires that the salient conditions 
and regulations covered in the or- 
dinance shal! be set forth explicitly 
in the permits. 

Companies Must Accept Terms. 

Each company receiving a per- 
mit is required to sign an accept- 
ance of it, which acceptance in its 
language »iris the company to 
abide by all conditions of the per- 
mit. and the ordinance, including 
the all-important one giving he 
city the right of cancellation. A 
bond is required of each company 
for the performance of its duties 
and the discharge of its obligations 
ander the permit.

and city automobile registration 
fees, and, in addition, the b com- 
panies pay a special operating tax 
of 3 per cent of gross receipts. The 
companies are obliged to file full, 
detailed reports of their business 
with the City periodically. and the 
City has access to their books and 
premises at al] reasonable times. 
In short, the City’s control of serv- 
ice is complete. 

One paragraph provided that 
the Board of Public Service may 
require a company holding a per- 
mit to operate additional busses 
in such number as the board shall 
find necessary, and on the refusal 
or failure of the company to do so, 
the board may permit another 
company to give the additional 
service. 

Besides being Hable under their 
bonds and their permits subject to 
cancellation, not only the bus com- 
panies, but individuals, found 
guilty of violating any of the pro- 
visions of the ordinance are guilty 
of a misdemeanor and may be 
fined from $25 to $500. 

Only Promoters Would Gain by 
Franchise, Says Kiel. 

To grant reorganizers of the 
United. Railways a 30-year fran- 
chise would be fine for the pro- 
moters at work on this scheme, but 
not so good for the car riders, said 
former Mayor Henry W. Kiel to- 
day to the Post-Dispatch. He had 
been asked for his opinion, based 
on his 12 years’ experience as the 
city’s chief executive, the relative 
merits of the permit and franchise 
systems of granting operating priv- 
ileges to public utilities. 

Since rate making and control of 
public utilities’ service has passed 
from the city to the State Public 
Service Commission, a franchise 
means nothing to the people, he 
observed, but only sets up a ino- 
nopoly against which the city is 
powerless to protect the people. On 
the other hand, he pointed out, 
transportation by motorbus under 
the permit system remains in ell 
its phases under complete control 
of the city, which gives direct reg- 
ulation to the people directly af- 
fected, This system, he added, has 
all the good features of municipal 
ownership. 

Kiel was Mayor of St. Louis in 
1923. when motorbus promoters 
first applied for the privilege of 
establishing that means of trans- 
portation in St. Louis. It was at 
that time that the ordinance pro- 
viding for motorbus transportation 
was passed. 

“IT at once pointed out to the ap- 
plicants,” Kiel sald, “that I would 
not consider granting a franchise, 
and thus tie the City’s hands ta 
matters of regulation. I remarked 
that the City, tn granting permits 
to operate motorbuses, weuld insis< 
on the right of revoking perinits 
on short notice and under no clir- 
cumstances would countenance 
speculating in the rights to oper- 
der the permits. 

“This company did sell some 
stock in St. Louis and failed. Then 
came other promoters, who found- 
ed the Peoples’ Bus Co., now oper- 
ating. I also warned them against 
speculating in the rights to oper- 
ate, and they assured me they 
could get unlimited capital under 
the permit system and did go else. 
where for thelr money. 


best for all concerned. It protects 
the people in matters of service 
and rate-making, and is better for 
the company in that it is more 
flexible in the matter of changing 
from non-profitable routes. 

“A franchise, on che other hand, 
is an exclusive grant. It eliminates 
competition over its right-of-way. 
becomes a fixed obligation of the 
City over a long period of time 
and, because of statutory regula- 
tion of franchises, gives to a State 
department or commission control 
of a very important part of the 
City’s business, 

“Franchises might be necessary 
for transit con.panies, but about 
the ~nly good they do that I can 
see is to serve as a basis for fi- 
nancial operations. Certainly they 
do not in this day take into due 
account tho needs and rights of the 
people. 

‘I do not understand why street 
cars, like the motorbus, could not 
be operated under permit revoc- 
able only after a term of years. 
Some of the United Railways fran- 
chises in St. Louis have expired 
and the cars still are operating, I 
observe. In these instances there 
does not appear to have been any 
deterioration in service and I be- 
lieve the security holders are just 
as Well secured as they were befdre 
the franchises expired. 

“Personally, I would be wary of 
putting what little money I have 
in traction securities, for the rea- 
son that we now are 'on the verge 
of a new era in urban and inter- 
urban transportation.” 

The former Mayor added that in 
view of the great strides in trans- 
portation development during the 
last 25 years, “we should look well 
to the future in matters of trans- 
portation.” 

Considered Franchise Too Rigid, 
Says Ex-Official. 

Cc. M. Talbert, who was Director 
of Public Service in the Kiel ad- 
ministration and to whose depart- 
ment was assigned the regulation 
of motorbus transportation, today 
recalled the first conferences four 
years ago at which the ordinance 
for motorbus transportation in St. 
Louis was drafted. 

“At that time,” Talbert related, 
“the City Counsellor, the Mayor 
and I concluded that a franchise 
was too rigid, that it did not pro- 
tect the peoples’ interest as it did 
the investors. For this reason we 
did not give itt serious considera- 
tion in casting about for a way to 
permit motorbus transportation in 
St. Louis. Moreover, we observed 
a great development in motorbus 
transportation and a reluctance on 
the part of traction companies to 
extend street car lines. 

“In St. Louis, for example, we 
left a space in the center of Skinker 
boulevard and one in Natural 
Bridge avenue, west of Union 
boulevard, for street car extensions, 
but there were no extensions, Oth- 
er outlying communities were call- 
ing for transportation, and so we 
welcomed the bus idea, but were 
careful to bring it in under a sys- 
tem that would protect the rights 
of the people. 

“All tha‘ the motorbus pro- 
moters had to secure their invest-

FROM NICARAGUA 


Unanimous Rising Vote of 
Pan-American Congress 
Favors Immediate With- 
drawal. 


SEEKS APOLOGY - 
FOR RECENT EVENTS 


Resolution Asks for Termi- 
nation of Intervention So 
People of Country Can 
Solve Own Problems. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 21.—Imme- 


diate withdrawal of United States 
forces in Nicaragua was demanded 
unanimously today by a rising vote 
of the fifth Pan-American Labor 
Congress, upon joint motion of 
Matthew Woll, United States dele- 
gate and chairman of the Resolu- 
tions Committee, and Flores Cabre- 
ra of Venezuela. 

The resolution calls for an ex- 
pression of “regret” to the Wash- 
ington Government over recent 
events in Nicaragua, and ask tef- 
mination of intervention in Nicara- 
guan affairs so that the people of 
that country “may fully and free- 
ly work out their own problems, 
both for the present as well as in 
the coming election for a president 
of Nicaragua, and without any in- 
terference on the part of any 
foreign nation.”

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, July 21. 
Notwithstanding the defeat he suf- 
fered at the hands of American 
Marines, bombing planes and native 
constabulary at Ocotal, Gen. San- 
dino, Liberal leader, hopes to cap- 
ture Tiscapa fort, which controls 
the city of Managua, now occupied 
by marines. An intercepted mes- 
eage addressed by Sandino to his 
wife, reads: .“Although they be- 
lieve me weak, I shall soon occupy 
the Tiscapa fortress,” 

Another message signed by San- 
dino, which was sent the day after 
the Ocotal battle and picked up by 
a telegraph operator at San Fer- 
nando, says: “The only one respon- 
sible for what has happened here 
ts the President of the United 
States, Calvin Coolidge, who has 
isupported Adolfo Diaz.” (The Con- 
servative President of Nicaragua.) 

Sandino’s Defiance. 
This message, addressed to “all 
authorities, civil and military,” to 
explain why the Ocota] attack took 
place, declares that Sanding and his 
men desired to show they continued 
to defend the constitutionality of 
the claims of Dr. Juan Sacasa (for- 
mer Liberal President), to dispel 
the idea that they were bandits, and 
to prove that they preferred death 
to slavery. 
United States planes reaching 
Managua after reconnaissances in 
the Ocotal region, report a few 
bands of rebels under Sandino at 
Chilpote and other concentrations 
of rebel forces to the southeast of 
Ocotal. 
Maj. Ross E. Rowell, in com- 
mand of the aviation squadron, has 
sent by air to Ocotal a small field 
plece and some machine guns, and 
reinforcements under Maj. Floyd 
are expected momentarily at Ocotal, 
so the garrison will be prepared for 
any emergency. 
It was Maj. Rowell who led five 
bombing planes to the attack at 
Ocotal, which was largely respon- 
sible in dispersing Sandino’s force 
of 400 with a loss of 300 killed. 
Rowell's own plane bears the marks 
of 44 bullets.

It is an encroachment on the first 
amendment and our Lutheran 
church should keep its hands 
clean. 

“Even now a large body of the

principles remain as unchangeable 
as the eternal truth while political

“In concluding, permit me to 
say that in my judgment no great- 
er heritage was handed down by 
the fathers than the principle of 
religious Hberty, but religious lib- 
erty is a fatuous will o’ the wisp, 
if the church dictates political polli- 
cies.

They will remain 
in the limbo of doubt until one or 
the other fighter has gone down in 
the resin of defeat. 

Every Element Favors Sharkey. 

If the writer had to make a 
choice he would be forced to favor 
Sharkey. That is because every 
element entering into the deter- 
mination of fight results, save only 
one, is on the side of the upcoming 
strong boy of Boston. 

Aside from the possession of a 
big PUNCH. Sharkey enjoys ad- 
vantages in almost every other 
angle of the game. The parallel 
would shape up something like this. 

DEMPSEY. a 
Punching power. 
Youth (7 years.) 


Speed. 
Versatility. . 
Skill. 
Condition. 
Co-ordination. 
Confidence, 
Recent expe- 
rience. 
This seems to make a rather top- 
heavy case against the slow-footed, 
slow-reacting Dempsey. Yet his 
one big asset. if Dempsey is able to 
use it, can counterbalance al! that 
Sharkey has to offer. One punch 
from Dempsey can take away all 
the advantages of Sharkey. if 
por gad can land it while he’s 
fresh. Yet the wise men of this 
metropolis believe that Sharkey 
will cautiously tear the former 
champion apart. by a slashing at- 
tack at long range. 
The chance that Dempsey can 
land a knockout punch is clouded 
in conjecture.

Sharkey money was going 
begging at 9 to 5 this morning. 

Charley Conley, St. Louis 
fight follower, was busy 
trying to hedge on a bet of 
$5000 against $6000 he had 
made against Dempsey. 

“Jack Sharkey” is now the 
legal name of John Cuckoshay, 
Dempsey's foe tonight. He had 
it O K’d by court. 

Radio networks from coast 
to coast will broadcast the fight. 

The event will be the great- 
est nonchampionship fight ever 
held, attendance $80,000;  re- 
ceipts $1.250,000 (estimated). 

Ringside seats in the tenth 
row sold for °150 each yester- 
day. Seats in the thirty-fourth 
row brought $36,590, ey: s”’ 
rates. 

By order of the commission. 
Sharkey will’ wear purple 
trunks, Dempsey red ones. Pur- 
ple is mourning, with some 
folks. 

Dempsey’s contract calla for 
27% per cent of the “gate” but 
it is generally believed that he 
will get more than $275 000, 
possibly $350,000. Sharkey w!!! 
get 22% per cent and his “bit” 
should be at least $225,904. 
The outcome of the fight will 
have no bearing on the con- 
testants’ shares. 

Gene Normile, 
Dempsey last yedr. is ,backing 
Dempsey. He backed him last 
year, if that means anything. 

Dan Carroll, manager of Ma- 
loney, whom Sharkey flattened, 
is strong for Sharkey. 

Jack Britton, himself a has 
been champion, lines up with 
Sharkey.

Dempsey's Inactivity Is Handicap. 
One of the things that hits home 
most forcibly, in this respect, is 
the fact that since 1923, four years 
ago, Dempsey has fought only 10 
rounds, while in the last three 
years, Or since 1924, Sharkey’s en- 
tire career embracing 273 rounds 
has been unfolded. While Demp- 


jsey was slipping into the discard, 


Sharkey bas come up, almost as 
fast as Dempsey himself came up. 
It does not seem possible that, with 
such scant practice in marksman- 
ship, Dempsey will be able to find 
the range with his heavy artillery, 
before Sharkey has punchéd him 
into submission. 


There are other things that en- 
ter into the situation to still fur- 
ther pérplex the guesser. There 
are insinuations that Sharkey 
hasn't .Dempsey's great fighting 
heart. There ard assertions that 
his recent record has been made 
at the expense of second rate fight- 
ers. There is a prevailing belief that 
he connot punch with Dempsey. 
And there is a decided belief that 
while he is a better boxer than 
Dempsey He is not so hard to hit. 
The doubt as to courage will have 
to be passed by. Sharkey has done 
all that hag been asked of him. 
He got up from floor to beat 
Jim Maloney. He was the first 
fighter with thé courage to face 
the supposedly Brown Panther. 
from whom even Dempsey backed 
away; he willingly entered the Tex 
Rickard elimination and ended by 
knocking out his toughest foe. 
That secms to dismiss the unfair 
charges of lack of mofale. 

As to belittling Sharkey'’s opposi- 
tion he has beaten there is to bring 
forward except ohly Dempsey and 
Tunney. And at that they are just 
as good as some of the “hams” 
Dempsey bowled over on his way 
to the top. 


As to Sharkey's pufich, that may 
be questioned. In recent fights he 
has forced the decrepit Harry Wills 
to foul him in 13 rounds, He 


fought Mike McTigue and was 
gradually beating him, when an 
accident to McTigue caused the 
bout to close with «a technical 
knockout .in Sharkey’s favor. But 
he did not, at the time, seem on the 
way to stop McTigue, by-a clean 
kayo. 


Then he knocked out Maloney. 

On that fight his kayo punch 
must rest. His record of 33 fights 
contains only nine knockouts and 
these chiefly of men of no merit 
or repute. However. it is safe to 
Say that he has as dangerous a 
punch as Tunney. whe conquered 
Dempsey. 

That he is not invulnerable on 
jdefense was shown im his second 


fight with Maloney. who had him 
on the floor seven times, only to 
lose on a foul But in recent 
months he has come so fast that 
Maloney looked like a ham fighter, 
when next they fought. 

Sharkey'’s Record Stands Up Well. 

Thus, Sharkey’s record seems to 
stand up fairly well after investi- 
gation into most of the suspected 
weaknesses of which he is accused. 

The judgment of mahy capable 
boxing men has set against Demp- 
sey. One and alli they believe that 
he is through—was through last 
year and has done nothing to build 
himself back into fighting effective. 
ness. Merely a good-looking body 
does not make a fighting machine. 

Old friends of Dempsey are no 
longer with him. Joe Woodman, 
who once thought that Dempsey: 
Was greater than his own Sam 
Langford of other days. told the 
writer there were, in his opinion, 
a dozen heavyweights or more that 
could beat Dempsey today. 

But they all hesitate to btt 
against him. Always comes to 
them the great courage of this re- 
markable fighter who could get 
from the floor or climb back into 
the ring and whip the man who 
had knocked him out of it. 

Dempsey Pinch Unforgettable. 

The never-to-be-forgotten sock 
that leveled that championship edi- 
fice, Jess Willard; the tremendous. 
blow that ended.the hopes of the 
giant Fred Fulton 18 seconds after 
their fight began: the smash, to the 
tomach that brought low the tough 
Bill Brennan, who had beaten 
Dempsey for 10 rounds; the poleax- 
like crusher that brought the Wild 
Bull of the Pampas groaning to the 
canvas for the ‘final knockdown al! 
stand out in relief to mark this 
veteran as the greatest hitter of all 
time. 

And it is taking a big chance to 
say that Dempsey has lost some of 
his punch; that there'is only on: 
chance in three that he will land 
it, in the course of°15 rounds! But 
that Sharkey can nullify Dempsey’s 
punches is the logic of the situa- 
tion, however séntiment . toward 
Dempsey and admiration of his 
great fighting heart may warp onc’s 
judgment. 


If Dempsey wins tonigh@it wil) | 


be because Sharkey i not able to 
carry out the accepted idea of the 
way to fight Dempsey—stab him 
to exhaustion at long range and 
then finish off the wreck, 
Sharkey rather cockily says that 
he will make his battle plans in the 
ring and that the finish wil) cor::> 
around the seventh round. That 
can qniy mean that he hopes to 
Stay away from Dempsey. as Tun- 
ney did, and dissect him in piece- 
meal. However brutal this metho4, 
it is safer for Sharkey. Bui one 
swing can wreck the best of plans. 
Can Sharkey avoid it?
